Wages, Costs and Output. 


TTTHEN wages rose during1 the war period and the post- 
VV war years there was an almost universal protest 
against what was described as an accompanying fall in 
production. Men not only pot more for the hour of work, 
jjUl tll^y \xclc anu^Ou to nii'vc >{i'«ch iv-.-^. 


No doubt exists that there was some fire under all this 


smoke. 
The testimony was too common to liavo boon al- 


together unsupported. 
Furthermore, the fact that it was 


a laborers' market, that labor was relatively scarce and 
jobs were proportionately plentiful, had its consequences. 
"Wage-earners showed themselves to be as human as land- 
lords or as any other jrroup which suddenly found itself in 
a favorable situation. 


For this reason the study made by the federal Bureau 


of Labor Statistics of the labor efliciency of 270 sawmills in \ 
twenty-two different states is welcome. It bla/es a trail 
which must be_iallmved into many industries if the issue 
of wapes. costs, and output is to be fruitfully considered. 
Commissioner Ethelbert Stewart, a veteran statistician. 
himself handled the inquiry and he presents the conclu 
sions in the Monthly Labor Review. The outstanding fea-' 
ture of investigation is the endless variety in wages, pro- 
duction, and labor costs. 
i 


One of the gross measures used was the number of board ' 


feet produced per hour per employee. This ranged from ; 
fifty-five in North Carolina to 117 in Oregon. Earnings, 
were as diverse, but large wages did not always accompany j 
high labor costs. In fact, for some operations the reverse j 
was true. Thus the actual minimum earnings for band i 
sawyers was 40 cents an hour in Georgia and North Car- 
olina. The maximum rate was $1.50 an hour in nn Oregon i 
plant. Yet the minimum labor cost, per 1,000 feet for (he; 
occupation of band swyer was S 
1/-; cents, which was the 


Oregon record. 
The highest labor cost for this occupation 


was 79 cents, which was paid in Virginia, where the band 
sawyer's hourly rate was 58.(J cents, hardly more than a. 
third of the high Oregon rate.

Labor cost is obviously a resultant of many forces.' 


among which machinery and managmont are not least • 
significant. Wages are but one clement. The subject is,' 
however, in an uncharted field. It should be explored in 
the interest of workers and employers and the slate. For 
there must be production if decent wages are to be paid, 
and at the present time there is too much guessing based on 
prejudice.

Public Halls and Free Speech. 
T 


HE attitude of the labor press in regard to the restric- • 


tions of the freedom of speech and assemblage which j 


grew up during the war in direct violations of constitution- 
al guaranties and which, in a modified form, have continu- 
ed ever since, is conservatively set forth in the following j 
from the Minnesota Daily Star: 
. 


There is a growing tendency in our modern society for a j 


certain group of citizens to think themselves the guardians, 
of truth, and to assume that they may do pretty much as' 
they please in discharging the solemn obligations of that 
guardianship. 


If someone chances to hold and give utterance to views 


distasteful to them, they think it proper to close the doors 
of public halls to such person, kitimip him if that can be 
arranged, and if necessary lodge him in jail. It is not thot ! 
obligatory to trouble about, such trifling matters as legal 
processes. All that is required is that a lew Leading C i t i ~ j 
zens shall get together and pass the word, and the paid j 
servants of law and order will do the rest. 
. 


This would seem io be a strange procedure in a republic j 


•which writes into the first article of its charter of liberties; 
that there shall be no abridgment of the freedom of speech.: 


A recent meeting in the city hall was made the occasion 


for a resolution, an informal one at least, by those i n ' 
charge to be more cautious as to whom they will let the 
assembly hall to in the future. 
They say, in effect: We ' 


•will let the hall to whom we please. If we approve of what, 
a man is going to say. he may have it. If not, we purpose 
to see to it that the doors shall be closed to him. 
I 


Without stressing the point, one is tempted to ask what 


right any group lu-.s to discriminate between those who, 
shall and those who shall not have a right to speak in a 
puMic building. A public buildiny: belongs to the people 
as a whole and not any particular class, 
l\v what right, 


then, do certain persons arrogate to themselves the power 
to decide who shall speak and who shall not? 
Have the 


people in any legal scnsr delegated such power? 
i 


But. waiving the legal right, what about the expediency 


of such action? Does it really represent the spirit of the 
Fathers, or the spirit of present-day America at it,-* best? , 
We have understood it. to be a cardinal 
principle of 


American democracy to trust truth to its own defense and 
error to its own destruction. We have held as sound tho 
aphorism that "the cause of truth is advanced by allowing' 
all lo air their prejudices and advocate all their errors.", 


The wisdom of refusing a hearing to any man with a 


Tnessage apparently so vital as to draw large audiences 
ir. certainly not beyond question. 
It may be that ho is 


uttering false doctrines, and if he i-* bo will no) la-<t long. 
The people who flock to hoar him. however, do not think 
so. 
To disregard iho Shot.-; and feelings of large masses 


of people, wh^n, ;JP we know, thoir views may be sympto- 
matic of social disease, is not political wisdom. If persist- 
ed in. ir is political suicide. History furnishes some illum- 
inating examples. 


We should not forre! that oven f.-inai'ciMn holds a very 


respectable place in history, and efforts to suppress it. con- 
stitutes ,-om«' of the darkest chapters in the record of the 
struggle for fi^edoni. 
Suppression of utterance by con- 


stituted authorities is always an acknowicd'Tment. of'weak- 
Jiess. It is an unmistakable confession ih;:' they t h i n k the 
speaker may have somerhing to say thai they aro afraid 
to have people hear.
